P ansies snd violas are both p er­ 


ennials, w ith a com m on ancestry. 
Violas, which are usually of solid 


coloring, are longer lived th a n the 
pansies, which have ''faces.*’ Both 
are grown m ost easily from seed 
sown in late sum m er, and carried 
over th e w inter to bloom in early 
spring. 
The plants will hold th eir green 
leaves all w inter an d bloom in a 
cold fram e as soon as th e earliest 
spring flowers are o u f. If grown in 
th e shade, w ith faded flowers re ­ 
m oved prom ptly, th ey will bloom all 
sum m er. 
B ut pansies seldom live 
a second w inter and the violas are 
n o t m uch longer lived. 
I t is easy, how ever, to s ta rt a flat 
or tw o of these lovely flowers each 
year, flow the seed by A ugust 15 
in soil prepared by m ixing a third 
sh a rp sand, a th ird p eat moas, and 
a th ird sifted top soil. Cover the 
su rface w ith a h alf-in c h layer of 
sphagnum moss, and broadcast th e 
seed in this, w ith a little moss to 
cover them . K eep m oist u n til th e 
seeds germ inate. 
T h e moss will prevent dam ping- 
off. a fungus-diaeas* which is d a n ­ 
gerous 
in 
hot 
w eather. 
L et 
th e 
p lan ts grow out in th e open until 
fall. T hen if you have a cold fram e 
p u t th e flat in it and cover w ith 
leaves for th e m inter. 
Lacking a cold fram e, set th e flat 
in a protected corner, and cover. 
I t is better to tra n sp la n t th e seed­ 
lings, setting them seven to eight 
inches ap a rt in additional flats, but 
if you sowed thinly, this can be 
skipped and th e p la n ts left to w inter 
in th e original flat. 
W hen the garden soil has been 
prepared in th e spring, move th e 
p lants to a portion of th e border 


w hich is on the shady side of a 


building. They m ay not grow as fast 


a t first as plants in full sun, but they 
will soon catch up. an d th e rest of I sim ple but v ital tru th

T hrough the y e a rs we hav e fre ­ 
quently tried to acq u ain t our re a d ­ 
e rs w ith the eim p le fac ts about 
plant in sects and d iseases and p a r­ 
tic u la rly about m e an s and m ethods 
of prevention and control. U sually 
we follow the principle in answ er­ 
ing such questions as th a t sta te d 
above by tra n sla tin g it into m e d i­ 
cal te rm s or te rm s of hum an ail­ 
m ents. T his questio n is as fully 
w ithout b asis as if a person w rote 
the fam ily physician and ask ed : 
“ D ear D octor, send m e a fam ily 
m ed icin e,” w ithout in any m a n n e r 
describing who was ill, w hether it 
w as a child or an eld erly person, 
w hether it w as a broken leg o r the 
m easles, w h eth er it w as head lice 
or tuberculosis. 
Or in o th er w ords, w hat we a re 
try in g to illu stra te h ere is this 
T h ere a re 


or 
p rev en t a -b acterial 
disease. 
And too, th e re a re such insects as 


stalk 
b o rers 
w hich 
cannot 
be 
reached by insecticides. And th ere 
are
